3.  Any  appointment,  notification,  order,  scheme,  rule,  form  or 
by-law  made  or  issued  by  an  authority  for  the  making  or  issuing  of 
which  a new  authority  is  substituted  by  or  under  this  Act,  shall,  unless 
inconsistent  with  this  Act,  be  deemed  to  have  been  made  or  issued  by 
such  new  authority  unless  and,  until  superseded  by  an  appointment, 
notification,  order,  scheme,  rule,  form  or  by-law  made  or  issued  by 
new  authority.
